Last year, Ryan said, there were 
176 recreational boating accidents in 
Illinois, killing 19 people. He said 
'more than 90 percent of the. boat 
crashes on the state!s rivers and 
lakes last year occurred between 
May and September, and 83 
percent of the crashes were on the 
weekends. 

: Ryan's visit to Antioch coincided 
with the beginning of the Memorial 
Day weekend, one of the busiest 
weekends for recreational boating of 
the year.

"It's not an accident when 
somebody chooses to drink and 
drive, or drink and operate a boat 
or a snowmobile," she said. 
"People need to understand what 
a devastating impact their actions 
can have."

"He 
does die scary part of the business, 
so it allows me to play store," she 
said. She is the one who works with ;

theysell. 

leanne Kavvell and Jennifer Van 
Patten are two helpers in the store. 
They are a necessary part of the op- 
eration especially vvith the expanded - 
offerings in back. 

Linker has been able to open a . 
back area of her building to create.a — 
spacious atmosphere for customers 
searching for gifts or prizes in quan- 
tity. The space allows the store to of- 
fer a greater variety of merchandise. ' 
It still has the traditional Main Street 
entrance, but 'now there is a new, . 
second entrance from the parking lot 
in the back of the store on the west 
side of the street. 

The back shop of J. J. Blinkers al- 
lows Linker to meet the needs of an- 
other type of customer other than 
parents with a child's party to create. 

"We want to be a teacher-orient- 
ed, PTO-oriented, park-oriented 
store," Linker said. The merchandise 
in back is intended to contribute to 
the atmosphere of large group par- 
ties, carnivals, fun fairs, and gather- 
ings of children for any reason.

The fourth group to which she 
caters is just interested in fun. For 
them, she has the Groucho Marx 
eyeglasses vvith large nose and mus- 
tache.

Lindenhurst Early 
Childhood Center's 
Relief effort a 



success

For some, an extra pair of shoes 
may seem like a bothersome waste of 
space In the closet. But for the torna- 
do victims in Oklahoma,.. who lost 
their homes and all of their posses- 
sions, those annoying extras are ex- 
tremely precious . 

With the tornado stricken people 
l in mind, Frank Davis, executive di- 
rector of the Lindenhurst Early 
Childhood Center (LECC), decided 
to hold a community-wide relief col- 
lection. 

This undertaking enabled Davis 
to inform the children at the LECC 
about what happened to the people 
in Oklahoma/and allowed the chil- 
dren to have hands-on involvement 
in the project. 

Through the process of trial and 
error, Davis acquired the donated 
components necessary to kick-off 
the collection, such as 
boxes, storage spaces, banners, and 
a truck to take the goods to Okla- 
homa. 

Davis set the collection goal at 10,000 
pounds, in hopes that . everyone 
from the local and surrounding com- • 
munlties would at least donate some 
of their unused possessions for peo- 
ple who really needed them. Mone- 
tary donations and non-perishable 
fodd items were welcomed as well. 
Beginning on May 10, ; theife was a ' 
large storage trailer outside of the 
LECC with a professional banner, • 
donated by Sign Central, that read' 
"Help with Donations to the Okla- 
homa City Tornado Relief 'Effort." It 
also listed what type of Items to do- 
nate: bedding, bottled water, canned 
goods, toiletries, and clothing. 

Through publicity and word of 
mouth, the campaign for the accu- 
mulation of goods to be shipped to 
Oklahoma took off. As Davis said, 
"With word spreading so much, it re- '. 
ally got the interest going." The 
LECC even received donations and 
calls of interest from people as far 
away as Lake Forest/Highland Park, 
Crystal Lake, and McHenry. 

As food and donations began to 
pour in, Davis and the 3-7 year old 
children at the LECC started to put 
together care packages for the vic- 
tims. With over 200 boxes donated 
by the Uiine Box Company, the chil- 
dren made care packages and cards 
for the victims. 

Enthusiastic 6-year-old Kenny 
Jones said that they made the boxes, 
"for people that lost their houses 
and things in tornadoes." The chil- 
dren also creatively sponge-painted 
the outsides of the boxes, literally 
adding their caring touch: to the 
packages. "The children loved being ■ 
Involved in something that had some 
meaning," said Davis. 

Donations of money totaling 
$1,300 were used at Aldi, to buy 
things such as canned goods, dia- 
pers, toiletries, and virtually anything 
non-perishable. When the amount 
of goods coming In exceeded the 
amount of space in the semi-trailer 
outside of the LECC, Pleviak and Em- 
mons grade schools donated extra 
: storage spaces. 

"At drie'point we had to stop col- 
lecting clothes because we had 
nowhere to keep them anymore," 
explained Davis. The LECC had so 
many donations accumulated that 
several bags had to sit outside of the 
( trailer fora few days due to lack of 
storage space. 

By the end of the collection pe-

riod, the total had reached almost 
55,000 pounds of non-perishable 
goods. This exceeded the initial goal 
by nearly 45,000 pounds. "It is- really 
something, and is kind of remark- 
able how much of a response we re- 
ceived," said Davis. "A lot of parents 
were extremely impressed with the 
amount and magnitude of the 
event." 

On May 28th, the "Feed the 
Children Truck," ironically based in 
Oklahoma,' arrived to pick up the 
goods. Davis, LECC employee Mel- 
lissa Weiber, and a few children vol- 
unteers began to pack the truck with 
the donations. 

The obstacle before them was a 
trailer full of bags, boxes, and mis- 
cellaneous items— strollers, 
playpens, car seats, bikes, and 
crutches— to load onto the truck. 

The plethora of items that peo- 
ple gave away for the tornado victims 
poked out of the box tops and.tears 
in the bags as they were placed on 
the truck. Examples of the many toys 
donated included buckets of Leggos, 



bouncy balls, stuffed animals, play 
tea sets, and board games. 
Kitchen items like pots, pahs, plates, 
and cups were also popular dona- 
tions. Food-wise, anything and 
everything non-perishable could be 
found amidst the boxes and bags, 
from water to cereal. 

Thechildrenwereinhlgh spirits 
as Davis tossed bags into the truck 
and the children quickly pulled 
them into the back. "When you get 
tired, go in, get water, and someone 
else can come out if they want to," 
Davis told the children. But becom- 
ing tired was the least of the chil- 
dren's worries, as they wanted the 
victims to get the donations soon. 
"When the children are involved in 
projects like this, their sense of pride 
builds," said Davis. "Our goal is that 
when they get older, they will go out 
on their own and continue to do 
good things In the community." 
After four hours of loading, the col- 
lection was finally shipped off to Ok- 
lahoma, to aid the victims in their 
time of need and hardship.

Children and adults learned 
about all areas of safety and aware- 
ness at the Lake Villa Police Depart- 
ment's second annual Community 
Safety Fair, The turnout deemed a 
success, with a larger number of vis- 
itors and agericles'supportlrig'the 
event this year. 

Officers from Lake Villa, Linden- 
hurst, and Round Lake Heights were 
among the many that volunteered to 
attend the Fair., May 29. 

"We'are focused on changing 
our community through crime pre- 
vention," said Lake Villa Police 
Sergeant G.P. Thommes. 

The Lake Villa VFW's parking lot 
and hall were filled with various safe- 
ty programs and information booths. 
"Each year we correct the stuff that 
we forgot about the year, before," 
said Thommes. That includes adding 
programs and sites to the Fair that 
can further educate the partakers. 

Many agencies participated, in- 
cluding the American Red Cross, 
Mothers Against Drunk Driving, the 
Illinois Department of Transporta- 
tion, La Cosa, and the Illinois Secre- 
tary of State's Office. 

Topics such as gun safety, alco- 
hol, tobacco, and marijuana resis- 
tance, abuse prevention, and boat- 
ing safety were part of the overall 
program. The police were also regis- 
tering Lake Villa resident's bikes. 

To meet the children out in the 
hot sun were McGruff the Crime 
Dog, McDonald's Hamburgler, and 
two crash test dummies. Also in the 
parking lot was a 2,500 square foot 
"Safety Town," a mock village full of 
signs for children to ride through on 
3-wheeled bikes, testing their safety 
skills. 

The Fox Lake Fire Department 
provided a "Smoke House" , for 
teaching people how to react in the 
event of a fire. Four year old Nick 



Testin learned that "You can't go in 
the'fire; We have to go out the win- 
dow if the door's real hot." 

According to Thommes, the Fair 
is "More to help kids educate their 
parents." The goal is to reinforce the 
principals of safety and reach the 



children while they are small. 

.Next year, the Police Depart- 
ment is considering moving the 
Safety Fair to a more visible location, 
like the Metra lot or Prince of Peace, 
to promote increased attendance of 
local residents and passers-by. .

Trip Cancellation Insurance 
vs. Cancellation Waiver

Do you need protection from the high penalties tour operators and cruise lines 
. charge if you cancel your vacation? You bet you do, 

I don't know how many times I've heard people say "I don't plan on canceling 
this trip, so why do I need trip cancellation insurance.", 

i could say the same thing about health insurance. 'Up until last month, I hadn't 
missed a day or work for IS years and certainly had no intention of going to the 
hospital, so why should I be paying for hospitalization insurance? 

Well, after an unexpected illness resulting in a couple of operations and a long 
hospital stay, I was certainly thankful 1 had insurance. 

That illness, by the way, came about the day afler a trip to Paris. If it had been the 
day before, and I didn't have cancellation insurance, I would have lost the entire cost of 
my trip. 

Now let's say I got sick while in Paris. This is where the difference between 
cancellation insurance and cancellation waivers makes a difference: 

Most cancellation insurance would have covered my medical expenses while, in 
Paris and may even have covered the cost of transporting me home as a medical 
emergency. 

1 would also have been reimbursed for the cost of the unused portion of my trip, 
' None of this is usually included in the "cancellation waiver" offered by many tour 
companies and cruise lines. 

Another important feature of trip cancellation insurance not included in 
cancellation waivers is tire "travel delay" clause. For instance, if a snow storm causes 
your plane to be late gelling into Miami and your cruise ship leaves without you, you 
would be reimbursed, up to the limit on your policy, for the cost of a hotel room and a 
flight to the next port. 

Cancellation waivers usually cover just the cost of the penalties for canceling your 
trip. Some will not cover even that if you cancel the day of your trip. 

If you buy the insurance at (he time you make your deposit, most major trip 
cancellation insurance companies now waive limitations because of "pre-existing" 
medical conditions. If you have been treated, or arc taking medication, for any medical 
condition within 60 days of purchasing the insurance, make sure this waiver is part of 
your policy. * 

Regardless of what type of trip protection you purchase, know what is and what is

People in need of such services 
are identified to ElderCARE by their 
churches or other community 
agencies that serve Lake County's 
older population. Following a re- 
quest for service, a volunteer regis- 
tered nurse visits the elderly person 
at home. During the assessment, 
the nurse Identifies areas of need 
and provides education about med- 
ication, nutrition and other health 
issues. . 

"The ElderCARE nurse also pro- 
vides referrals to other resources 
aimed at improving or maintaining 
the person's healthy lifestyle, re- 
ducing isolation and coping with 
distress of the mind, body and spir- 
it," says Johnson. 

Each health assessment is indi- 
vidualized to the person. Assess- 
ment data Is gathered through ob- 
servation, measurement for impor- 
tant signs such as blood pressure, 
and interviews with the older per- 
son, family members and or in- 
home caregivers. 

A review of medications is an 
important part of all health assess- 
ments. Current prescriptions and 
over-the-counter medicines are re- 
viewed through a computerized ref- 
erence system for possible drug in- 
teractions. This review provides the 
person and his/her caregiver with 



up-to-date information to reduce 
the chance of adverse drug effects 
and to aid in the success of the drug 
treatment. Such information is es- 
sential in improving the health of 
oder adults because "as many as 
100,000 deaths in American hospi- 
tals each year may be linked to ad- 
verse drug events, including drug 
interactions", according to a 1998 
University of Toronto study. 

At Victory Community Elder- 
CARE, a registered nurse case man- 
ager coordinates referrals for the el- 
derly to community agencies, cler- 
gy, physicians, support groups and 
to ElderCARE community volun- 
teers. These volunteers provide ser- 
vices such as grocery shopping, 
telephone reassurance, friendly vis- 
its and escort to medical appoint- 
ments. 

"By recruiting, training and co- 
ordinating volunteers from area 
churches and the community-atr 
large, Victory Community Elder- 
CARE works cooperatively with 
community organizations to devel- 
op needed services to promote 
health, reduce isolation and en- 
courage independence for elders in 
need," says Johnson.

DonTiffany, president of the Tav- 
ern Owners Association of Lake

The ordinance, "which was ap- 
proved last month, takes effect July 1 . 
It provides that bars in unincorporat- 
ed Lake County must close by 1 a.m. 
on weekdays and 2 a.m. on week- 
ends. Previously, there was a 2 a.m. 
closing time on weekdays and 3 a.m. 
on weekends.' 

Tiffany said some of the night 
clubs in the unincorporated areas 
rely on their late night business on 
weekends to survive. . V

"There are a number of bars in 
residential areas in my district," said 
County Board member Bonnie 
Thomson Carter (R-Ingleside). 
"When other bars close at 1 or 2 a.m*., 
residents experience more traffic of 
people driving through their neigh- 
borhoods or down the Chain in their 
boats for another hour of drinking. 

"I felt the county should take a 
lead and listen to the concerns of its 
constituents and help control the 
nuisance that these neighborhoods 
have to experience,'' she said.

Get out of politics, 
developers told 

In somewhat more delicate phraseology, County Board 
Rep. Larry Leafblad (R-Highland Lake), chairman of 
planning, building and zoning, told developers to butt 
out of politics if they want a place at the table deciding 
land use policy in the future. 

Leafblad was responding to a suggestion from the Home 
Builders' Assn. that members be hired to help draft new zon- 
ing and development procedures. The plain spoken chair- 
man didn't have to resort to the old saw about "letting the fox 
in the hen coop," but he got his point across by mentioning 
that majority members of the committee have experienced 
an "adversarial relationship" with builders who have worked 
to unseat pro-environment officials by funding election 
campaigns of their opponents. 

That said, the forthright chairman indicated that the 
builders' suggestion will be considered. With land for devel- 
opment becoming more scarce, builders are pushing county 
officials for higher density planning that they have enjoyed 
for a number of years in Lake County municipalities. They 
see it worthwhile to be part of the process instead of stand- 
ing on the outside tossing political hand grenades. 

While county officials are putting the finishing touches on 
the long-awaited Unified Development Ordinance, builders 
seek heavy density authority in projects involving set asides 
for open space or forests as opposed to the current County 
Board posture of preserving open space and protection of 
the environment. Couched in a newly formulated "let's- 
work- together" approach, developers don't want the density 
question to get very far afield. 

Politicians and builders are dealing with the same amount 
of dwindling open space. They ought to get together to 
make the most of it.

A trend involving youth in local government may 
have started last year when Fox Lake seated an 18- 
year-old to fill a vacancy on the village board.

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Youth corps gets 
teens motivated 



Fifty students are getting 
ready for a super summer 
of eight weeks of earning 
and learning. 
They are members of the Lake 
County Youth Conservation 
Corps(YCC), a select group of * 
youths who work on Forest Pre- 
serve projects, combining out- 
door work experience with 40 
hours of environmental educa- 
tion. 

Boys and girls aged 16 to 18 se- 
lected by lot from a field of more 
than 500 applicants will go to work 
June 14. They'll be paid $6.25 per 
hour and work under crew chiefs 
directed by Bob McCammon, su- 
perintendent of support opera- 
tions for the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. 

Two of the crew leaders, alumni 
of previous YCC sessions, de- • 
scribed the kind of jobs the teens 
from all corners of the county will 
be handling — building foot- 
bridges across wetlands, restoring 
prairie land, installing playground 
equipment, stream clean-up, 
erecting habitat for birds and 
ducks. 

"Experience of a lifetime," ex- 
claimed Matt O'Gorden of Liber- 
tyville, a muscular college student 
and role model for YCC rookies. 
O'Gorden said YCC work is physi- 
cally demanding. Last year corps 
members put in 100,000 plants. 
"It's hard labor," he emphasized. 
• Jayson Marsoobian of Waukegan, 
another crew leader, predicted the 
YCC experience "will be inspiring." 
He described himself as "shel- 
tered" as a teen. "I didn't know 
what I wanted to do. Working 
with my peers, I got motivated. I 
decided I wanted to attend col- 
lege." Marsoobian is taking 
courses that will prepare him for a 
career in environmentalism/ 
The work/education program is 
funded by the Forest Preserve Dist. 
and a not-for-profit corporation 
made up of interested business 
persons and corporations. Cost of 
the program runs between 
$1 10,000 and $120,000. YCC start- 
ed in 1974 with a federal grant. 
Since 1982 it has been funded so- 
ley by private sources.

Illinois lawmakers last week 
passed a bill that will give a riverboat 
license to the suburb of Rosemont, 
near O'Hare airport 

The Rosemont casino will join 
the growing glut of places designed 
to satisfy our current national craze 
of seeing how fast we can throw . 
away our money. 

It seems gambling has replaced 
baseball (or whatever else was No. 1) 
as our national pastime. Casinos are 
sprouting like dandelions and folks 
are flocking to them. 

Four years ago, when Gov. 
George Ryan was secretary of state, 
he suggested issuing 10 new licenses 
for floating casinos — five in Chica- 
go, three in suburban Cook County 
and two in Lake County. 

Mayor Bill Duikin wants one in 
Waukegan and a group known as 
Lake County Riverboat LP. has pro- 
posed putting a casino on Fox Lake. 

The group ARC (Against River- 
boat Casinos) reacted to Ryan's idea 
by urging, "Let your elected officials 
know that gambling does not fit into 
good economics or family values." 

Nevertheless, within a few years 
Lake County bettors with money to 
bum may not have to drive to Auro- 
ra, Elgin, Joliet or Rosemont, or 
north to the Wisconsin Indian tribe 
casinos. 

Some of the suddenly prosper- 
ous Indians up there smugly display 
bumpers stickers that say, "John 
Wayne didn't kill us all." 

Concerned about the Rosemont 
deal are the lucrative operators of ... 
the Grand Victoria in Elgin, Illinois' ' 
most successful casino. Trie boat's 

owners and city officials fear a casi- 
no in Rosemont, 15 minutes closer 
to Chicago, may rob them of a third 
of their revenue. 

Well; the answer is so obvious. 
Increase the odds of winning. The 
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average player on the riverboats in 
Elgin, Aurora and Joliet, according to 
gaming officials, loses from S50 to ,,• 
$100 per visit Is that any way to. 
treafa patron?- 

Occasional visitors to the Grand 
Victoria have complained that the 
huge floating gambling hall is too 
packed on weekends and the slots 
are too stingy. 

Maybe the owners should allow 
more chances for players to go 
home as winners. The Impact of a 
nearby competitor might be soft- 
ened by increasing the odds In the 
gamblers' favor. 

Gambling always has been an 
insidious lure. The cavemen played 
with dice carved from animal bones. 
The ancient Romans wagered heavi- 
ly on gladiator fights and chariot 
races. 

Casino gambling is a heady vice, 
the ultimate escape. There are no 
clocks, time stands still. Surround- 
ing the roulette and blackjack tables ' 
are hundreds of slot machines filling 
the milieu with a hypnotic hum, a 
siren's song. 

"Players seem mesmerized, stuff- 
ing coins into the one-armed ban- ' 
dlts as fast as they can because the 
. next pull of the handle and spin of 
the wheels just might be a jackpot ■ 
. It's as exciting as the horse races 
and atot more fun than thestate lot- 
tery, uiatrip^orT Vmowrias fei tak orV 
stupid people." 

A casino in Rosemont won* be 
any closer than Elgin to most Lake.

American military in- 
tervention in tills matter, however, is 
a meddling In the internal affairs of a 



foreign nation in which we have no 
business and which we do not have 
the proper means to rectify. This in- 
tervention is, instead, a dangerous 
and costly symptom of the American 
syndrome to manage and "police" the 
world. 

The goals of the current NATO 
military operation are vague and ill- 
defined. A military operation must 
state objectives and reach those ob- 
jectives through clearly-enunciated 
avenues.

How to get the spark back into your engine 



If you're having difficulty startingyour car 
or it's running rougher then it used to, it may 
be time to replace the spark plugs. Spark plugs 
generally are very reliable engine components 
— which perhaps Is why we often neglect 
them. However, leaving spark plugs in too 
long or poor plug installation can cause lost 
fuel mileage, rough operation and engine 
damage. 

Replace spark plugs according to the 
manufacturer's recommendations. There are 
now a number of high-quality, longer-lasting 
plugs available, like Autolite® Platinum, that 
last up to three years and Autdlite® Platinum 
ProTM, that last up to five years. This means 
.you can change your plugs less often while 
maintaining a high level of engine perfor- 
mance. The automotive experts at AlliedSig- 
nal provide the following tips for proper 
spark-plug installation: 

• Before you begin — First, always check 
the plug's "gap," or the clearance between the 
electrodes at the firing end of the plug. While 
the spark-plug gap Is set during manufactur- 
ing, it may need some adjustment after ship- 
ping and handling. Make sure the gap is prop- 
erly set foryour specific vehicle engine. It's a 
good idea to clean out the area firstby blow- 
ing ihtbitThat way, you'll prevent bits of dust 
and grit from falling into the cylinder. • 

• Remove spark plugs —You'll need to use 
a spark-plug wrench. Apply firm, steady pres- 
sure oh the wrench until it starts to budge. 
Then, after each full turn of the wrench, actu- 
ally screw the plug back in, just a touch, to 
loosen any debris that may be caught on the - 
threads. ' 

• If you can't loosen the plug — Try run- 
ning the engine until it's warm, as this tends 
.to expand the plug hole. Turn off the en- 
gine and tryremoving the plug. Or, you 
might want to try spraying penetrating oil 
at the base of the plug. However, make 
sure the engine is cold before spraying the 
oil. Allow the oil to soak in for a while to 
lubricate the threads before putting the 
wrench on the plug. 

After removing the old plug, have a look . 
to make sure that the threads in the en- "

gine are not damaged. For repairing mild 
thread damage, you can try using a thread 
chaser. But make sure you follow the 
manufacturer's directions carefully. 

' • Install the new plug— Start off the 
new plug by hand to make sure you don't 
thread It in crooked. And, be sure you don't 
over-tighten the plug. Gasket-seat plugs 
shouldn't be screwed in more than one- 
twelfth turn past where they contact the en- 
gine and tapered seat plugs shouldn't be tight- ■ 
ened more than one-sixteenth of a turn. 

If done properly, replacing your spark 
plugs won't be a difficult or time-consuming 
task. And, getting into the habit of replacing 
them regularly may help you avoid significant 
engine damage in the future.
